When the trouble began the rebellious 


prisoners had only two revolvers. These 


had been secreted in one of the walls of : 


the building by some unknown person. 


There are two walls partly completed and | 


the remainder of the site of the building 
is surrounded by a high wooden stockade 
Gus Parker, of Ardmore, Ind. T., one of 
the ring leaders of the mutiny, under pre- 
tense of a necessity, walked to the corner 
of the stockade, where the revolvers were 
concealed and under cover of some weeds 
secured them without being detected. He 
returned to the gang and passed one of 
the revolvers to Frank Thompson, a negro 
from South McAlester, Ind. T.. who es- 
ereted it about his person. When T. E. 
Hinds, superintendent of construction, 
and three unarmed guards prepared to 
round up the men at the end of the day’s 
work the two armed convicts covered 
them with the revolvers and encouraged 
by the other mutinous convicts, forced the 
men to-walk »Aefore them to the_north- 
western corner of the stockade, where 
they expected to make a rush through an 
opening. On the outside of the stockade 
Was an armed guard and the convicts 
were met at the opening by C. E. Bur- 
rows, a guard, who fought them back, but 
who received two shots in the neck. The 
convicts then rushed over to the south 
wall to another opening and were met by 
Arthur Treelford, an armed guard, who is 
in charge of all the convicts. Treelford re- 
sisted the convicts and was shot twice, 
but not dangerously wounded. 

Defeated in their attempt to escape at 
this point, the men rushed to the guard 
house, a temporary frame __ structure, 
where the arms are kept. The guards 
from the outside rushed in at this point 
end drove the convicts away from the 
guard house. J. P. Waldrupe, a guard, 
shot and killed Ford Quinn, from Ryan, 
Ind. T. The prisoners then made a grand 
rush for the main entrance and twenty- 
six of them succeeded in escaping. 

Most of the escaped men are from In- 
dian Territory. Closely followed by the 
guards the men ran to a near-by forest 
and succeeded in evading their pursuers. 

The men went in the direction of Eas- 
ton, Kans., and it ig reported here that 
they have held up many farmers, taking 
horses and clothing en route. 

Major R. W. McCloughry, warden of the 
penitentiary, was in Kansas City at the 
time of the outbreak, making arrange- 
ments for the congress of prison wardens 
to be held there next week. 


Guards in Pursuit. 

The convicts, in their flight, compelled 
F. E. Hinds, superintendent of construc- 
tion, to go with them and he was not al- 
lowed to return until they had gone al- 
most 2 miles. W. F. Peaslee, one of the 
fugitives, who has only fifteen month® 
more to serve, deserted the band a few 
moments after Superintendent Hinds was 
released. The two men reached here al- 
most at the same time. They reported 
that the fugitives, after holding a con- 
Sultation, decided they would form into 
several parties, so that gome might es- 
cape, though others should be captured. 
It is the intention of all to attempt to 
reach the rough country southeast of 
here. 

Twenty-four members of the Fourth 
cavalry hastened to the scene of the 
trouble, but when they arrived the con- 
victs had escaped and the soldiers could 
not participate in the chase without or- 
ders from their superior. 

Forty armed guards from the federal 
prison are in pursuit of the fugitives. 

The wounded men are in the prison hos- 
pital. J. B. Waldrupe was shot in the 
head and in the neck and is in a preca- 
rious condition. 


YOU ARE AUTHOR OF MY RUIN. 


Witness, Pointing Finger at Dis De 
Bar, Made This Charge. 
London, November 7.—The hearing of 
the charges against Theodore and Laura 
Jackson (Ann O’Delia, Dis de Bar) was 
resumed at the police court today before 
@ crowded court room. The clerk of the 
court informed a representative of the 
Associated Press that enpugh witnesses 
have been summoned to keep the case go- 
ing for weeks. There were no women in 
the audience today. Laura Faulkner con- 
tinued her testimony, which was largely 
« reiteration of that previously given. 
The most dramatic incident today was 
when Laura Jackson began her customary 
badgering cross-examination of the wit- 
bess, who turned and, pointing her finge 
at the female prisoner, vehemently 
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ruin. In spite of its melodramatic tinge, 
the incident aroused loud applause, 
whereupen the presiding Judge threatened 
to clear the court. 

The occurrence seemed to shake the 
nerve of the female prisoner and her 
subsequent conduct of the case was not 
marked by the ability which she has here- 
tofore displayed, 
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WHAT HE EXPECTS TO PROVE. 


Oberlin Carter Says Courtmartial Ex- 
cluded Important Evidence. 

Leavenworth, Kans., November 7.— 
Oberlin M. Carter, ex-captain of engi- 
neers in the regular army, now confined 
in the federal - penitenttary at Fort 
Worth, has been notified of the grant- 
ing of a civil trial in the United States 
circuit court in Chicago in connection 
with the suit instituted there by the gov- 
ernmeit to take his property. 

Colonel L. D. Carter, his uncle: I. 
Stanton Carter, his brother, and Horace 
Stone, a Chicago attorney, have been 
here in consultation with the prisoner, 
gathering information for, the approach- 
ing trial. The purpose is to try at this 
trial to introduce evidence that Captain 
Carter asserted was excluded at the 
courtmartial and which, he claims, would 
have established his innocence. Just be- 
fore he started for Chicago, Colonel Car- 
ter said: 

“Captain Carttr and his friends are 
much pleased over the prospect of a 
hearing in a court of justice at last. My 
nephew has offered to turn over all his 
property to the government pending a 
fair trial in a court of justice.” 


CONFERENCE AT WHITE HOUSE. 


President Closeted with Four Repub- 
lican Congressmen. 
Washington, November 7.—Four repub- 
liean members of the house ways and 
means committee—Messrs. Payne of New 
York, Russell of Connecticut, Grosvenor 
of Ohio, and Steele of Indiana—were at 
the white house this afternoon in con- 
ference with the president. It. was 
learned that the president discussed with 
them some features of his forthcoming 
message, which relate to the revenues 
and to the tariff. Many of the repub- 
lican members of the ways and means 
committee already have expressed them- 
selves.as opposed to any revision of the 
tariff at the coming session of congress. 
General Grosvenor told the president 
today that he regarded the result in 
Ohio as approving the present and past 
republican policies, and the present tariff 
especially.. 


MORE CAVALRY IS TO BE SENT. 


Great Britain To Reenforce Troops in 
South Africa. 

London, November 7.—Apart from the

MURDERED FOR HIS MONEY. 


Mystery of Natali’s Murder is Be- 
ing Solved. ° 


Chicago, November 7.—With the discov- 
ery of a biood bespattered basement room 


| at 192 North Union avenue and the ar- 


rest of its late occupant today. Felipo 
Rini, an Italian fruit peddler, the mys- 
tery surrounding the death of Antonio 
Natali, whose body was found hidden in 
a barrel on a prairie near Western ave- 
nue and Rice street, is believed to have 
been cleared up. That Natali was lured 
into the basement and murdered for his 
money by several men seems practically 
certain. In the pocket of Rini was 
found $300, mostly in bills, supposed to 
be a part of the proceeds of the rob- 
bery, some of the bills being covered 
with what appears to be  bloodstains. 
Two bloody hatchets were found in the 
house and a trail of red stains leads to 
the street, where Natali’s body is sup- 
posed to have.been loaded into a wagon 
and hauled away. A necktie, identified 
as one belonging to N&tall. was found 
in the basement, In the yard were sev- 
eral fruit barrels similar to that in 
which the murdered Italian’s body was 
found. A wegon in which the body 
ig believed to have been hauled .away 
was discovered in Rini’s yard. There are 
Stains in the bottom of the wagon be- 
lieved to be blood spots, 

The police have four other men under 
arrest. They are Michael Leoni, Domini- 
ca Duchi, Dominica Vermoni and Gio- 
vanni Scafary. 


THEY TRANSFERRED CARS. 


Armed Employees of Bisbee Railway 

Seize Southern Pacific Property. 

El Paso, Tex., November -7.—The South- 
ern Pacific railroad at Deming, N. Mex., 
refused to switch ninety cars of freight 
belonging to the Bisbee, El Paso and 
Southwestern railway from the Southern 
Pacific yards to the Bisbee track until $6 
per car switching charges had been paid. 
An armed body of Bisbee employees took 
forcible possession of the switch engine 
and transferred the cars to the Bisbee 
track. The Southern Pacific ordered the 
track taken up so that no more cars 
can be handled to the Bisbee road. The 
Southern Pacific also sent to El Paso 
for a body of armed officers. Phere has 
been no bloodshed, but a confilct is 
threatened. 


REPLY SENT TO THE BRIGANDS. 


Money Will Be Paid for the Release 
of Miss Stone. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, November 7.—Yester- 
day Mr. Dickinson dispatched a messen- 
ger with a reply to the brigands’ pro- 
posals as formulated in Miss Stone’s let- 
ter. It is understood that an agreement 
as to the amount of ransom has been 
virtually established. The settlement as 
to the manner and place of payment and 
the surrender of the captives presents tho 
most difficulty, but an entente is expect- 
ed soon. The brigands are not willing to 
cross into Turkey to obtain the money, 
while the’ Bulgarian government would 
oppose realizing Miss Stone on Bulgarian 
soll. 


SIX SOLDIERS WERE DROWNED. 


Were Attempting To Cross a River in 
the Philippines. 
Catbalogan, Samar, November 7.—The 
insurgents are becoming more active in 
the island of Leyte. Yesterday the town of 
Matalon was attacked. At Inopacan the 
insurgents cut the telegraph line. While 
a detachment of American troops were 
repairing it they were fired upon by a 
band of insurgents. After a brief skirm- 
Ysh the rebels were dispersed. First Lieu- 
tenant Robert T. Crawford, of the First 
infantry, a sergeant and five men, while 
attempting to cross the Babyon river in 

Samar, were drowned. 


CHARGES AGAINST A LAWYER. 


Arrest of Robert Ammon in New 
York Yesterday. 

New York, November 7.—Robert A. 
Ammon, a lawyer, was arrested today at 
the hearing to inquire into the assets of 
the failed brokerage firm of Seymour, 
Johnson & Co. The chafge against Am- 
mon, according to Assistant District At- 
torney Byrnes, was receiving stolen 
money, knowing it to have been stolen. 
The money, it is alleged, was received 
from the Franklin syndicate, the ‘‘5: 
per cent per annum’’ concern of which 
W. F. Miller was the manager. Ammon 
was Miller's counsel, and it has been 
asserted that part of the money obtained 
from the patrons of the syndicate, and 
said to be $140,000, was applied toward 
the purchase of an interest in the busi- 
ness of Seymour, Johnson & Co.

NEW MEN IN THE DIRECTORY. 


| Significant as Showing Plan of Set- 


tlement of Road’s Affairs. 

New York, November 7.—The Times will 
say tomorrow that the first tangible evi- 
dence of the settlement of the Northwes- 
tern railroad situation became known yes- 
terday, when it leaked out that EB. H. 
Harriman, James S8tillman, Jacob H. 
Schiff, Norman:.B. Ream, Robert Bacon 
and H. McK. Twombley had been elected 
into the board of directors of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad at 
the stockholders’ meeting held last 
week in Chicago. An attempt was 
made to withhold the names of the di- 
rectors elected at this meeting until the 
adjourned meeting of the board, to be 
held next Thursday. 

A report that the above named had 
been elected directors was circulated in 
Wall street early in the day, but lacked 
confirmation until late in the afternoon, 
when one of those Interested in theNorth- 
western railroad situation stated that 
the names mentioned will prove to be cor- 
rect when the composition of the full 
board is annuonced, November 4 All 
the various interests are represented in 
the list given. E. H. Harriman and Ja- 
cob H. Schiff represent the Union Pa- 
cific interests. 

James Stillman is generally supposed 
to represent the interests of the Rocke- 
fellers, who are closely identified with the 
Harriman syndicate. Norman Ream rep- 
resents the interests of James J. Hill 
and the Great Northern rallroad; Robert 
Bacon is a member of the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co.; H. McK. Twombley is 
the personal representative of W. K. 
Vanderbilt, and as such of the Vander- 
bilt interests in the Chicago and North- 
western. 

Regarding further details of the plan 
of settlement of Northern Pacific affairs, 
nothing authoritative could be learned 
during the day. 


McGUIRE SHORT IN ACCOUNTS. 


Warrant Issued for Carpenters’ Gen- 
eral Treasurer. 

Philadelphia. November 7.—The North 
American tomorrow will say that it is 
officially announced that P. J. McGuire, 
temporarily suspended general secretary- 
treasurer of the Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters, is short in his accounts $10,074.93. A 
warrant his been issued for the arrest 
of Mr. McGuire. The general executive 
board of the Brotherhood of Carpenters 
has also preferred specific charges of 
breach of trust against its old secretary- 
treasurer. A vote by the 1,000 local un- 
ions of the brotherhood has been ordered. 
to be returned on or before December 19, 
on the advisability of making Mr. Mc- 
Guire’s suspension permanent. 

The suspended official was one of the 
founders of the American Federation of 
Labor, as well as the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters. 


HAS PREPARED ITS REPORT. 


Committee of New York Merchants 
Who Visited Texas. 

New York, November 7.—The delegra- 
tion of the Merchants’ Association of 
New York, which visited Texas last 
spring in response to an official invita- 
tion tendered by the governor and legis- 
lature of that state, has prepared its re- 
port. The committee held a meeting and 
approved the reports made by the sub- 
committees on the various topics which 
were assigned to the committees, such 
as agricultural and mineral resources of 
the state, manufacturing industries, 
railroad, labor, educational, climatic, 
soil and sanitary conditions and bank- 
ing facilities. The committee has pre- 
pared sectional maps, showing the dif- 
ferent resources of the state. The whole 
report will comprise 125 pages, pamphlet 
size. 


Is Supreme Finance Keeper of the 
Maccabees. 


ORDER WILL NOT LOSE MONEY 


Bonded in Two Surety Companies. 
' He Used Order’s Money in 
Private Enterprise. 


Port Huron. Mich., November 7.—By his 
own written confession, Charlies D. 
Thompson, supreme finance keeper of 
the supreme tent, Knights of the Macca- 
bees, and a prominent vessel and tug 
man of this city, is a defaulter in the 
sum of $57,000. Mr. Thompson, however, 
was heavily bonded in the National Sure- 
ty Company, of New York, and the F't- 
delity and Deposit, of Ba‘t!more, and the 
order, therefore, is protected from loss. 

The first intimation of the shortage 
came last Tuesday afternoon when Su- 
preme Commander Markey and Supreme 
Record Keeper George J. Sighe wer§ 
checking over the finance keeper’s books. 
An error was discovered and they called 
Thompson's attention to it. He said that 
he would take the books and papers home 
with him that night and look it up. 
Wednesday morning he came to Supreme 
Commander Markey’s office and confess- 
ed that his accounts were short $57,000. 
He then and there signed a written con- 
fession of the embezzlement. An exami- 
nation of the books followed and the 
shortage was disclosed. 

The companies on Mr. Thompson’s bond 
were notified of the shortage today and 
representatives of each are now on their 
way to Port Huron. Thompson is at 
home awaiting their arrival and what- 
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ever action they may take. He is not 
under arrest, but says that he expects to 
be arrested ‘and is prepared to‘pay the 
penalty of his breach of trust. 

The heavy loss sustained by the Thomp- 
son Towing and Wrecking (bmpany, of 
this city, of which Thompson is a mem- 
ber, on the steamer Harlem, which they 
raised from the bottom of Lake Superior, 
is responsible for the shortage. Thomp- 


son said this afternoon that-he used the 
funds of the order in this enterprise, 


which proved very unprofitable, as the 
expense of raising and refitting the craft 
was so great that she had to be sold ata 
loss, it is said, of $75,000, instead of a 
profit. It is expected an effort will be 
made by Thompson's friends to effect a 
sottlement with the bondi#ge companies.

Mr. Trigg is a 
democrat. General Rosser; a friend of 


Judge T. lL. Lewis, formerly a member , 


of the court.of appeals; John T. Harris, 
a law partner of George &, Sipe, of Har- 
risonburg. Va., another candidate, and 
General John PB. Roller, of Harrisonburg, 
who is himself a candidate, also saw 
the president. 

T. Hampton Hoge, the republican can- 
didate for governor of Virginia. is said 
to be a candidate, as is L. L. Moore, 
of Radford. The president, it is under- 
stood, has consulted Thomas Nelson 
Page, who is a personal friend, about 
the appointment. 


Rural Free Delivery Service. 

Washington, November 7.—The statistics 
of the growth of rural free delivery ser- 
vict sliow that on December 2, next, 
there will be 6,009 carriers throughout the 
country, traveling a total mileage ap- 
proximately of 147,220 miles daily, or 24% 
miles each on an average. There have 
been 12,00 applications for routes, or 
twice the number of the routes.

Meeting of Southeastern Mississippi 
Valley Association. 

Louisville, Ky., November 7.—The 
Southeastern Mississippi Valley Freight 
Association met at the Galt house to- 
day to readjust grain rates to all south- 
eastern points from all northern and 
western gateways. 

For several months complaints have 
been made that grain men of St. Louis 
and adjacent territory were being dis- 
criminated against In the matter of rates 
to southeastern points. 

At today’s meeting a number of grain 
men from St. Louis, Evansville, Cairo, 
Henderson, Ky.. Memphis and other 
points were present and stated their 
complaint. A committee from the Louis- 
v@le board of trade and several Louis- 
ville grain men discussed the rates. Sub- 
committees were appointed to equalize 
the rates and report to the association 
tomorrow. It is said some changes will 
be made.

AND COURT DISSOLVES 


After Forty Days of - Labor 
Schley Inquiry Comes to 
a Close, 


LEMLY REPLIES 10 
CRITICISMS OF RAYNOR 


Said Evidence Did Not Show Schley 
To Bea Coward, but Argued 
That He Did Make Mis- 
takes During the 
Battle. 


Washington, November 7.—After sittings 
covering forty days, and with a record 
which, when completed, will cover about 
2,000 pages, the Schley court of inquiry 
today, at 3:45 p. m., adjourned its last 
public session. To Captain 8. .O. -Lemiy, 
the judge advocate, had been assigned 
the duty of making the closing argument 
in the case, and soon after he had com- 
pleted his speech Admiral Dewey, bring- 
ing his gavel down upon the big flat table, 
said: 

“There being no further business, the 
court is adjourned.”’ 

As was the case yesterday, when Mr. 
Raynor spoke, the attendance was large. 
There was only one session during the 
day. It began at 2 o'clock. The entire 
time was devoted to Captain Lemly’s ad- 
dress. He read his speech in clear and 
distinct tones, and was given careful at- 
tention. The speech, in the main, was an 
analysis of the testimony, but occasion- 
ally a conclusion was drawn and fre 
quently there was criticism of the coursé 
pursued by Admiral (then Commodore) 
Schley.

LYNCHING PARTY MADE PLAIN 
BY THE EVIDENCE ADDUCED 


President, Thoroughly Satisfied with 
the Explanations Made, An- 
nounces That the Appoint- 
ment Made Will Not 
Be Disturbed. 


Washington, November 7.—(Special.)— 
President Roosevelt has fully investi- 
gated the charges against Internal Rev- 
enue Collector Koester in connection with 
“a lynching party’ in South Carolina. 
Various statements on the subject were 
presented to the president, and, although 
he had commissioned Koester, and the 
latter had filed his bond, the president 
determined to make a thorough study of 
the subject. 

Koester’s explanation of his participa- 
tion in the lynching caused the president 
to declare that, so far as Koester is con- 
cerned, the incident is closed. 

The details of the lynching were laid 
before the president. Koester related 
every point touching the work. He _ re- 
cited minutely his part in the affair, in 
addition to his duty as @ newspaper re- 
porter, and supplied the president with 
a copy of the story which he himself had 
written for publication. 

The victim was about to be burned at 
the stake when Koester proposed a less 
violent punishment. 

Koester is already preparing for 
changes in his list of deputies. George 
Washington Murray, a former negro con- 
gressman from the Charleston district, 
is being strongly urged by prominent re- 
publicans as one of the deputies. Senator 
Mark Hanna has asked that some pro- 
vision be made for Murray. Deputy Col- 
lector Deas, who publicly arraigned Sen- 
ator Hanna for designating District At- 
torney Capers as a member of the repub- 
lican national committee, is slated for 
official decapitation to make way for 
Murray. Deas not only made himself per- 
sonally and politically offensive to the 
administration during the contest over 
the collectorship, but he is not in sym- 
pathy with Collector Koester’s appoint- 
ment. As Koester holds a bonded re- 
sponsibility for all of his deputies, he will 
select men who are supposed to be friend« 
ly to him, and inclined to work to make 
the administration of the office succeas- 
ful. Murray and Deas are from the same 
congressional] district, and it is expected 
there will be a lively row in the repub- 
lican organization if Murray is appointed 
to succeed Deas.

Pekin, November 7.—~The death of Li 
Hung Chang was quiet, his vitality ebb- 
ing slowly. For a time he lost conscious- 
ness, but he showed great tenacity. 
After his death a procession appeared 
bearing a costly coffin of teakwood, beau- 
tifully lacquered. This,coffn Li Hung 
Chang took on his trip around the world 
and he brought it from Canton when he 
came to Pekin to settle the ‘boxer’ trou- 
bles. Since that time it had been kept 
in a temple here. 

The body will be placed fn the coffin to- 
morrow morning with the customary 
rites. On Sunday thére will be a cveremo- 
nial corresponding to a lying in state. 

The interment will be at the birthplace 
of the deceased statesman, a little village 
in the province of An-Hui. 

A memorial was telegraphed to the 
court announcing his death and a circu- 
lar letter sent to the ministers of the 
powers. It is expected that when the 


court received the news an edict was is- 
sue@ bestwoing posthumous honors upon 
the deceased and probably advancing him 
to the rank of a marquis, which title will 
descend to his eldest son. 

The ministers of the powers are person- 
ally sending messages of sympathy. The 
first letter received at the Chinese for- 
eign office came this morning frem Mr.

Entering upon my duties as judge 
advocate of the court, I had in mind 
advice given me by the secretary of the 
navy soon after my appointment, as 
follows: 

‘**Admiral Schley asks for a court of 
inquiry. A perfectly impartial court is 
constituted. The judge advocate and any 
counsel assisting him are not—and their 
duty in this respect is plain—in court to 
prosecute anybody. or to find anybody 
guilty. but to bring out the facts and 
ald the court in declaring the truth.’ 

“I have endeavored to follow this ad- 
vice without fear or favor. If I have 
appeared to fail in maintaining that im- 
partial attitude which I feel and have 
always felt toward the applicant, it is 
because aggression, however natural. on 
the part of earnest counsel begets ag- 
gression, and for the further reason that 
in many instances throughout the inves- 
tigation honest difference of opinion has 
compelled me to be earnestly contentious 
in order to adduce what I believed to be 
material facts. I deem it not inappro- 
priate that I should here remark that 
the navy department in this matter has 
maintained an entirely neutral attitude: 
that I have not been interfered with by 
it in my conduct of the case: that. as 
the record demonstrates, there has been 
no alteration of the department's recs 
ords; that officers on duty. even tn the 
much-abused bureau of navigation, have 
freely testified in béhalf of the doati. | 
cant, and I am confident that the evi- 
dence adduced fully justifies the views 
of the department.”’ 

Captain Lemly referred to the Sélave | 
on the voyage to Cienfuegos.

But independ- 
ently of any signals, was it not incum- 
bent upon the commodore himself to 
make an effort? Was he justified itn this, 
and in other similar matters, notably 
later off Santiago, in relying solely upon 
the efforts of others?’ 

Considering the voyage from Clenfuegos, 
Captain Lemly said: 

“The commodore’s orders directed that 
he proceed with all dispatch, but cau- 
tiously, to Santiago. The great military

ed action of the vessels engaged as to in- 
dicate their control by any one person.” 

Discussing the Brooklyn's loop, Captain 
Lemly expressed the opinion, based upon 
evidence, that in turning to starboard, 
when all the other American vessels turn- 
ed to port, the Brooklyn endangered not 
only the Texas, but other vessels as well.

to escape any possibility of endanger- 
ing or delaying the other vessels of our 
squadron; for, had she been more imper- 
iled individually by starboarding her 
helm, no injury to her from the enemy 
could have equaled the results of two 
United States ships virtually committing 
suicide.”’ 

After discussing briefly the Hodgson in- 
e‘'dent and Commodore Schley's alleged 
remark, “Damn the Texas,’’ which he 
said he did not consider a very grave 
matter, Captain Lemly closed his speech 
and the entire argument of the case with 
the words quoted above, expressing his 
belief that no cowardice was exhibited by 
Commodore Schley, adding: 

“I trust that I may be pardoned if I 
remind you, gentlemen, that the first 
importance of the matters before you 
is not as they relate to any individual, 
but as they concern the naval service. It

AS TO SCHLEY’S DISPATCH 
“CANNOT OBEY ORDERS”’ 

Here Captain Lemly quoted in full Com- 
mecdore Schley’s ‘‘gannot obey orders’”’ 
dispatch to the navy department of May 
27, and commented upon it, saying: 

‘Whether the department's instructions 
definitely directed in positive terms that 
the squadron remain off Santiago or 
whether its desire that this should be 
done was simply indicated, it appears to 
me, under all the circumstances, to be 
immaterial.

Though There Is No Doubt 
of Democratic Success 
in the State. 


THEY WILL CONTROL BOTH | 
HOUSES OF LEGISLATURE 


It Will Take Official Count in Several 
Counties To Ascertain Who Is 
Elected—Some Very Close 
Contests. 


Baltimore, November 7.—The supervis- 
ors of election at the various counties 
of the state commenced today at noon 
the official canvass of the vote cast last 
Tuésday, and until it is finished no post- 
tive figures can be given as to the complex- 
ion of the next legislature. It is probable 
that the count outside of the city will 
be completed by tomorrow, although at a 
late hour tonight no official reports had 
been made. It will require two and per- 
haps three days to complete the count 
in Baltimore city, but enough is known 
to make it certain, in the absence of un- 
expected changes in the unofficial count, 
that the democrats will control both 
branches of the legislature. They have 
elected one and probably two additional 
delegates from Baltimore, two from Ce- 
cil county and possibly one from Caroline, 
which have heretofore been counted in 
the republican column. This will give 
the democrats 50 votes in the house and 
at least 17 in the senate, or a majority of 
ll on joint ballot. 

The returns thus far received show sev- 
eral unusually close contests. In Caro- 
line county, for instance, Stevens, repub- 
lican, has but 1 majority over Jeffer- 
son, democrat. In Carroll, where an 
evenly divided delegation was chosen, 22 
is the highest majority for the republi- 
cans. In Cecil the only successful repub- 
lican wins by the narrow margin of 14 
votes, while in Kent the sucessful demo- 
cratic candidate has but 5 majority, the 
Successful republican but 12 and the two 
defeated candidates are tied. In Somerset 
the successful democrat has but 22 ma- 
jority. In St. Marys 20 votes 
give the democrats their lowest 
delegate. In Talbot county the only re- 
publican has a majority of 33, and none of 
the democrats chosen in Baltimore city 
has to exceed 100 votes to spare. It will 
thus be seen that the official count may 
make some radical changes in the make- 
up of the lower house, but it is not prob- 
able that they will materially affect the 
result, as both sides are likely to suffer 
equally by it. 

It will also require the official vote to 
decide the fate of the state ticket and 
the present indications are that neither 
of the successful candidate@ will h®ve a 
majority of over 1,000, the indications 
pointing to the election of Hering, dem- 
ocrat, for comptroller, and Parran, re- 
publican, for clerk of the court of ap- 
peais.

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CLEVELAND ADDRESSES 
A PITTSBURG AUDIENCE 


Pittsburg, Pa., November 7.—The exer 
cises celebrating Founders day at “the 
Carnegie institute were held in Music 
hall this afternoon. Seldom, if ever ve 
fore, has the occasion been so interesting 
and attended by so many people. The 
presence of former President Grover 
Cleveland as orator of the day and of 
Mrs. Cleveland as honor guest served to 
augment the desire of the people to par- 
ticipate in the exercises. The entrance 
of Mrs. Cleveland into one of the boxes 
was the occasion of hearty and prolonged 
applause. Hardly had this noise sub- 
sided when another outburst greeted the 
appearance of the ex-president on the 
stage. The vast audience received the 
distinguished guest by rising and giving 
expression to its pleasure by hand-clap- 
ping and waving of handkerchiefs. 

Mr. Cleveland’s address was the first 
on the programme. The appreciation of 
the audience was expressed in close at- 
tention to the speaker throughout, and 
in hearty applause when he closed. 

Mr. Cleveland discussed “The Obliga- 
tions of National Copartnership,’’ eulo- 
gizing the work of Carnegie institute and 
the example of its founder, and saying 
in part: 

"While healthful and normal conditions 
of national partnership forbid envy and 
unfriendliness on the part of the employ- 
ed toward employing capital, so also such 
conditions most emphatically forbid the 
grinding selfishness, the greedy rapacity 
and supercilious haughtiness which too 
often characterizes the treatment of the 
employed by capital. 

“I shall not, however, enlarge upon any 
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of the aspécts which the so-called labor 
problem presents in these latter days, 
and I desire distinctly to disclaim any 
intention to suggest what may be the 
catise or causes of the dislocation which 
unfortunately so frequently occurs in the 
relationship of labor to capital. Whether 
it results from unreasonable and irritat- 
ing demands on the part of labor, or 
whether our working men listen too cred- 
ulously to malign counsels, or whether, 
again, the trouble arises from the greed 
and avarice of capital, and of its im- 
meéense aggregations, I do not pretend to 
Say. Perhaps all these have a share in 
creating the difficulty. It is sufficient for 
my present purpose to point out that 
there is antagonism in this relationship 
where there should be a generous unity 
of purpose. In other words, the situa- 
tion itself proves that somewhere there 
are members of our partnership in Amer- 
ican citizenship who act in violation of 
partnership duty, and I am sure that I 
venture nothing in making the assertion 
that the only remedy for this situation 
must be found in a return to the ob- 
servances of the law of American co- 
operation. This return will not be ac 
complished by nursing real or imaginary 
injuries on the part of labor, nor by 
lordly or selfish arrogance on the part 
of capital. A beginnirig must be made 
by conspicuous examples of a recogni- 
tion of the duty and obligations which 
are the conditions upon which the full 
enjoyment of our partnership advantages 
depend. These examples should induce 
conservative and tolerant counsels; they 
should be prominently recognized and 
appreciated and constantly pressed upon 
the view of all who may be remiss in 
their obligations to American coopera- 
tion—whatever the scope and nature of 


these obligations may be.”’

PROPOSED BILLS ASSIGNED 


Sub-Committees To Get Right To 
Work and They Will Soon Be 
Ready To Report. 


The special joint committee on constitu- 
tional amendments met yesterday after- 
noon and Chairman Bell appointed sub- 
committees under the resolution of Sen- 
ator J. L. Boynton, which provided for 
five sub-committees to each of which 
should be assigned two or more of the 
articles of the present constitution, and 
all the bille proposing amendments which 
applied to such articles as each com- 
mittee had in charge.

Articles 7 and 8, Finance, Taxation, 
Public Debt and Education—Messrs. Park, 
of Greene: Siaton, of Fulton, and Gery, 


of Richmond. 

Articles 9, 10, 11, 12 and 13, Homestead 
Exemption, Militia, Counties and County 
Offices, Laws of General Operation and 
Amendments to the Constitution—Messrs.

and Senator Bell. 

All of the bills so far introduced re- 
lating to constitutional amendments were 
then parceled out among the sub-commit- 
tees having charge of the articles to 
which the bills related.

DOES NOT AFFECT CHURCHES. 


Mr. Hitch Says His Inheritance Tax 
Bill Does Not Apply to Chari- 
table Gifts. 

Hon. R. M. Hitch, tepresentative from 
Chatham. in reply to an editorial In the 
current issue of The Wesleyan Christian 
Advocate, attacking his legacy and in- 
heritance tax bill on the ground that it 
would work a hardship on churches, 
charitable institutions and ministers, 

makes the following statement: 

“With reference to the article in The 
Wesleyan Christian Advocate of Novem- 
ber 6 urging that the inheritance tax bill 
introduced in the house by myself should 
be so amended as to exempt gifts that 
‘go to benevolence or charity,’ I wish 
to say that the bill as originally drawn, 
and as it is now pending before the 
house, contemplates just such an exemp- 
tion; at least such was my intention. 
The first section of the bill announces 
the purpose of imposing a tax on trans- 
fers of property passing ‘to persons or 
corporations not exempt by law from 
taxation on real or personal property.’ 
Under section 762, volume 1, code of 1885, 
it was my idea that the classes of prop- 
erty referred to In The Advocate’s article 
were exem if IT am in error on that 
point, I shall be happy to consent to an 
amendment that will cure this defect in 
the bill. 

“Furthermore, I may say that on next 
Thursday when the bill will come be- 
fore the house as the special order for 
that day. an amendment will be offered 
exempting from this tax all property 
passing to uses of a charitable, benevo- 
lent, religfous or educational nature. J 
think that bequests to our collegés and 
schools should be encouraged. The bill 
will also be amended so as to exempt 
transfers of property to widows and 
minor children uniess it exceeds tn value 
a sum amply sufficient for their com- 
fortabie maintenance and support. Ex- 
emptions like these would but slightly af. 
fect the revenue-producing power of the 
measure and would at the same time 
prove of substantial aid to a class of 
persons and societies deserving the un- 
varying protection and care of the state 
government.’’

Georgia Federation of Women's 
Clubs Now Quite Busy, 


PRESIDENT MAKES ADDRESS 


Features of the Association Are the 
Excellent Papers and Speeches 
by thé Delegates—Plea Is 
Made for a State Re- 
formatory. 


Athens, Ga., November 7.—(Special.)— 
The session of the Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs is proving to be the 
most interesting and instructive in the 
history of that organization. The ladies 
all enter into their work with rare zest 
and it is believed that this session will 
do more good for the federation than 
any yet held. 

Among the many interesting features 
was an impromptu address by Mrs. Mary 
E. Bryan and a talk by.Mrs. Robert 
J. Burdette, president of the California 
federation, in which she extended a 
hearty invitation to the Georgia federa- 
tion to attend the session of the na- 
tional federation in San Francisco next 
year. 

The address of the president, Mrs. J. 
Lindsay Johnson, was one of the chief 
features. It was thorough, pleasing and 
effective. Speaking of the educational 
feature of the work, she said: 

“Since our organization the educational 
committee, while aiding in the betterment 
of all the graded and gounty schools, 
has persistently asked every year of the 
legislature that women be admitted to 
the state university. And let it be un- 
derstood that we ask this not that the 
designing girl may distract the guileless 
freshman from his studies, but for wom- 
en grown, who wish to do graduate work. 
The bill asks that the privileges of the 
university be opened to women for grad- 
uate work when, upon examination, the 
applicant has proven to the faculty her 
proficiency and eligibility. The musical 
committee has done most excellent work 
by aiding the clubs throughout the state, 
by improving the general tone of musical 
conditions by the fine concerts given dal- 
ly during each interstate fair. Through 
these two committees the feedration has 
received over $3,000 worth of scholarships 
from colleges throughout the United 
States. 

“The library committee has thousands 
of books circulating through the country 
schools and homes. The farm and gar- 
den committee has just published a most 
magnificent record at the interstate fair, 
where the federation had charge of the 
entire woman's building. The reform and 
social service committee has done fine 
work this year. The members concentrat- 
ed their energies on the saving of Dolly 
Pritchett and the Elliott child impris- 
oned at the age of 9 years. That they 
did not succeed in placing these unfortu- 
nates in schools of reform was not 
caused by any undue sternness by the au- 
thorities of the law, but was caused by 
the cupidity of their own relatives.”

to be expected? Captain Armstrong might 
be likened to a good captain in charge 
of a leaking ship. To work hard to save 
the passengers in either case is commen- 
dable, but the odds are greatly against 
its accomplishment. 

Crowds were large all day at the depot 
yesterday. Thanks to the fine weather, 
there was no discomfort from cold, but 
it was Only an exchange of evils. Any 
Way you fix it, the depot is a den of 
herrors. When it is cold and passengers 
in the waiting rooms are chilled to the 
bone the odors are not so noticeable. On 
the contrary, when it is warm the heated 
atmosphere, heavy laden with germs, 
grows unbearable. 

Pending the action of the city authori- 
ties, it is not expected that any material 
change Will take place. Passengers and 
those making use of the waiting rooms 
Will suffer in the same old way. Disease 
germs will grow with each added hour. 
Pecple will be crowded and jammed al- 
most to death at the gates, and Atlanta 
and those who visit the city will be com- 
pelled to sit by silently and endure the 
long list of discomforts and miseries 
that are now old tales many times told. 

And speaking of enduring things—what 
an amount of endurance Atlanta has! A 
prominent westerner who was in the city 
yesterday, remarking on this fact, said:

and around the speaker's stand during 
the joint session. 

At 11:46 o’cleck business -in the house 
was suspended and the senate was re- 
ceived for the joint session. President 
Howell, of the senate, presided at the 
joint session and on motion named a 
committee composed of Messrs. Hall of 
Pibb, Bower of Decatur and Senator 
Grantland of the twenty-sixth to escort 
General Lee, and Senator Bell of the 
thirty-ninth, Messrs. Steed and Rawls of 
Effingham, a committee to escort the 
distinguished Missouri visitors to the 
speaker's stand. General Lee and the 
Missouri visitors were applauded as they 
entered the hall. 

President Howell first presented Gen- 
eral Lee te the members in joint session, 
saying he was here in the interests of 
the Vicksburg national park. He said 
General Lee was one of the three commis- 
sieners named by the government for 
this great memorial undertaking, the two 
others being representatives of the union 
army. ‘I'he purpose was to take some 
steps to indicate the movement of the 
troops in the fighting around Vicksburg. 

Address of General Lee. 

General Lee prefaced his address by 
thanking the general assembly for its 
invitation. He referred to the fact that 
in the same hall the late distinguished 
president, William McKinley, had given 
expression to that famous utterance 
which has done so much toward obliterat- 
ing sectional lines, declaring that the 
time had come when both north and 
south should join in commemorating the 
heroes on both sides of the great civil 
struggle. 

“T am here today,” he said, 
missioner of the Vicksburg national park. 
To show that there is to be no distinc- 
tion in honoring the dead of north and 
south congress has set up these great na- 
tional parks.”’ 

He spoke of the park at Gettysburg, 
where only one southern monument stood, 
that of the state of Missouri, represented

Mayor Wells made a brief speech touch- 
ing prettily upon the sentiment involved.

he succeeded a distinguished Georgian 
a8 secretary of the interior. 

Governor Francis is president of the 
exposition company and in his address 
to the legislature explained the vast scope 
and the magnitude of the project St. 
Louis has undertaken. 

Governor Francis said when he tele- 
graphed President Howell, of the senate, 
he had expected to appear before only a 
small committee to present the claims of 
the St. Louis exposition. 

“We did not expect to be invited to ap- 
pear before a joint session,’”’ he said. 
“We had no right to expect it, but I 
can assure you we appreciate the honor 
most highly.’’ 

He referred to the fact that Georgia 
has played a most important part in the 
history of the country. ‘With Georgia 
left out the history of the United States 
would be defective,” he said. 

Governor Francis related the history of 
the beginning of the exposition movement 
which has grown to vast international 
proportions, The federal government 
agreed to give $6,000,000 if St.. Louis 
would raise $10,000,000, the government 
appropriation being available only when 
the $10,000,000 is expended. St. Louis raised 
$5,000,000 by private subscription and 
$5,000,000 by increasing her bonded debt, 
an amendment to the state constitution 
being required for the latter; which was 
readily voted by the people. In addition 
the state legislature appropriated $1,000,- 
000 for a state exhibit, making a total 
of $11,000,000. 

“It is our duty,’’ he said, “to entertain 
the nation’s guests, and we shall do it 
though we may not get back 25 per cent 
of the amount expended.”’ 

Governor Francis then gave the details 
of the scope of the exposition, which will 
cover 1,000 acres in the heart of St. Louis. 
He spoke of the many states which have 
already made handsome appropriations 
for the state buildings and state exhfb- 
its. The matter will be appropriately pre- 
sented to every state legislature that has 


not yet, taken any action with regard ' 


to it. 
Georgia’s Progress. 

“I visited Atlanta and Macon twenty- 
five years ago,’ Governor Francis said, 
“and in returning now I find your prog- 
ress is marvelous beyond comparison.”’ 


He spoke of the natives of Georgia 
who have forged to the front in 
Missouri. He urged the importance of 


Georgia's having a state building at St. 
Louis. At Chicago he often heard the 
question asked: ‘‘Where is the Georgia 
building?’ The Georgia people missed it 
and the people from other states missed 
it. He spoke of the wonders which the 


45 exposition of 1903 would present, the mar- 


vels of scientific and mechanical prog- 
ress. He spoke of monuments which are 
to be raised to Thomas Jefferson arid to 
a reunited country. 

If Georgia could not make a state ap- 
propriation, he urged the matter should 
be taken up and pushed through by pri- 
vate subscription. But by all means, he 
said, Georgia should have a building there 
and an exhibit worthy of the great Em- 
pire State of the South. 

At the conclusion of Governor Francis’ 
speech a_ resolution by Mr. Park, of

and saying that Georgia would do all 
possible to aid in the work at the Vicks- 
burg national park, thanking the 8&t.

HE death of Captain William D.

source of universal sorrow throughout 
the city yesterday, and numbers of tele- 
grams received by the family during the 
day from this and other states substan- 
tially attested his wide popularity.

Sketch of His Life. 

The death of Captain Grant removes 
from Atlanta a citizen of sterling worth 
and a man of lofty principles whose life 
was a shining example to those around 
him. He will be sadly missed. 

William D. Grant was probably the 
largest owner of realty in Atlanta, and 
his fortune might be numbered with the 
largest in the state. At the time of his 
death he was comparatively in the prime 
of life, and it seems particularly sad 
that his years of usefulness were 80 s00n 
cut short. He was born in Athens, Ga., 
August 16, 1837, and moved to Atlanta in 
the early seventies, since which time he 
had continuously resided here and devoted 
a large share of his energies in the city’s 


upbuilding. 
Captain Grant was the only son of the 


house that caused a short debate termi- 
nating in an amicable closing of what 
might have been an unpleasantness bhe- 
tween the two branches of the general 
assembly. 

The message from the house announced 
the passage of several local bills and 
minor matters, and concluded with the 
statement that the request of the senate 
for a transcript of the house journal had 
been received and asking the senate to 
withdraw the same as it was an unin- 
tentional reflection upon the house. 

As soon as the matter was taken up by 
the senate Senator Chappell, of the 
twenty-fourth, introduced a resolution 
withdrawing the request of the senate 
and briefly stating his reason for the 
same. He stated that it was not the in- 
tention of the senate to attack any of 
the acts of the house and that he thought 
it best for the resolution to be with- 
drawn. 

Senator Ellis im a foreeful manner 
stated his reason for introducing the 
original resolution, and advanced argu- 
ment ag to why the request s!guld not 
be withdrawn. He stated that. his only 
object was to secure a copy of the jour- 
nal regarding the poenage of the Howard 
franchige bill, and that in exercising that 
right he could not see that any reflection 
was cast on the house. 

Senator Bell spoke in favor of the Chap- 
pell resolution, withdrawing the request. 
Finally the matter was disposed of by 
the passage of the following resolution,

He was the 
grandson of Daniel Grant, and the great 
grandson of Thomas Grant. The family 
is of Scotch origin and settled in this 
country in Virginia in the eigtheenth cen- 
tury, where they immediately stamped 
the impress of their many qualities and 
splendid business abilities. 

Later the family moved to North Caro- 
lina and from thence to Georgia. 

Daniel Grant, the great great grandfa- 
ther of Captain W. D. Grant, was born 
in Virginia in 1724 He was a remark- 
able man.

He eman- 
cipated his slaves by free will in 1798. 


His son, Thomas, was an ensign in the | 


Sixth regiment, North Carolina conti- 
nental line, and it is through him that 
Captain Grant derived his eligibility to 
the Sons of the American Revolution. 
Captain Grant was also a member of the 
North Carolina Society of the Cincinnati 
and the Society of the Colonial Wars. 
Captain Grant was educated at the 
University of Georgia. At the outbreak 


| of the war he entered the confederate 


service with the rank of captain. After 
serving one year he was compelled to re- 
turn on account of ill-health. Soon there- 
after he became associated with his father

Aldermanic .Board Again Fails To 
Take Action on City Auditor 
Ordinance. 

For the third time the ordinance creat- 
ing the office of city auditor and requi- 
sition clerk in the comptroller’s office 
has been laid on the table in the alder- 

manic board.

CAUSES STIR 


Interest Felt in Announce- 
ment of Dr. Monk’s 
Coming. 


PROMINENT METHODIST 
TALKS OF THE RUMOR 


It Is Stated That No General Move- 
ment Was on Foot Among North 
Atlanta Methodists To Se 
cure Dr. Alonzo Monk, 
of Knoxville. 


The statement published. exclusively in | 
The Constitution yesterday to the effect, 
that Dr. Alonzo Monk, of: Knoxville; 
Tenn., would be sent to Atlanta as the 
pastor of Peachtree Methodist church 
caused a stir among the ministers and 
prominent members of that ehurch. 

While it was well known In high offi- 
cial circles that this appointment was be- 
ing considered and that In all probability 
it would be made, atill it was not known 
that this intelligence had reached the out- | 
side world. The article in The Consti- 
tution was read with interest by Method- 
ist ministers in Atlanta and also by ‘the 
members of Merritts Avenue church, 
which will be merged into the new 
church in event it is organized. 


Speaking of the matter yesterday W. F. 
Crusselle, a prominent member of Mer- 
ritts Avenue church, sald: 

“There is no newly organized Methodist 
church called the Peachtree Methodist. 
There is a little church on Merritts ave- 
nue, a ciosély united band of workers 
who are anxious to see a suitable Meth- 
cdist church built in the residence section 
of north Atlanta. To this end we have 
for years appealed:to bishops, elders, 
preachers, Methodists, friends and all 
alike to aid us in putting this movement 
in proper shape. We have been nobly 
met and assisted by our brethren at First 
Methodisi church and elsewhere over the 
city. We were unable to do more than 
raise about one-third of the money for 
the new lot. We did raise about $5,000 for 
the new lot and others have put $10,000 
edditional to it, so thad now a church lot 
10 by 206 feet Is ready for the new 
chureh to be erected upon it. The lot is 
on Peachtree street, too; we could not in- 
vite any one to worship on a side street. 

‘Dr. Monk is to be our new pastor. We 
suppose the bishop and presiding elder 
have already fixed that, although there 
still remains one ;ear to the credit of our 
present pastor, according to the four-year 
plan that has occasionally been observed 
in Methodist appointments. We do not 
object to any man the conference may 
send us. We do know that we have had 
no consultation with Dr. Monk inside or 
outside of the church as a body. If any 
member of the present congregation at 
Merritts avenue church saw him when he 
was here to see Bishops Candler and 
Calloway and Dr. Bigham, the presiding 
elaer, it is more than this member is 
aware of. It may all be for the best to 
run over a little crowd because they can- 
not do large things and send a preacher 
who has been accustomed to a salary 
three times as large as this congregation 
has ever been able to raise. It will not do 
to question the wisdom of the appointing 
power; if you do, you are not a good 
Methodist. 1 may fall short in this part 
of my Methodist duty, as in many other 
ways, but I do think it is right to tell 
the truth squarely and without any dodg- 
ing, even if they turn me out of the 
church for it.”
